Plan to Transform Part of It Inte a 
Body of Fresh Water, 

A remarkable engineering feat Is be 
ing considered in Utah, the aim being 
to convert a portion of Salt lake into 
a body of fresh water. This is an an- 
clent dream long deemed impossible 
of fulfillment, but the present plans 
give promise of proving successful. If 
it is, then will be witnessed a trana- 
formation as complete as has ever 
been seen upon the wastes of the west, 
where irrigation has converted barren 
deserts into fruitful gardens. 

The plan of the engineers is to build 
a dam across the eastern extremity of 
the lake, where the principal streams 
| that feed the body flow into it. This 
| dam is to be several feet higher than 

the present water level, and the de 

sign is to divide the lake into two 
parts. The theory is that the water 

will flow into the first lake, rise to a 
| level with the dam and then tumble 

into the other section. The water in 
| the first division will move constantly 

and, according to the theory of the en- 
gineers, will retain its freshness, while 
that in the lower lake will continue to 
be briny, as at present. If the plan 
proves successful it is belleved that 
| the territory adacent to the lake can 
be made highly attractive, giving it 
infinite possibilities as a summeg se 
sort.—Exchange, > ny 


USE OF THE FLAG. 


National and State Laws In Reference 
to Advertising. 

The following states have statutes 
which, among other things, make it a 
misdemeanor to sell, expose for sale or 
have in possession for sale any article 
of merchandise upon which shall have 
been printed or placed for purposes of 
advertisement a representation of the 
flag of the United States: 


| Arizona, California, Colorado, Con-

linois, Kansas, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Montana, New Hampshire, New 
| York, North Dakota, Nebraska, Ohio, 


| Oregon, Rhode Island, Utah, Vermont, 


| Wisconsin and Wyoming. 
While over half of the states have 
‘enacted such statutes, congress ap- 
| pears to have established no regula- 
| tions as to such use of the flag except 
| that contained in the act of 1907, au- 
| thorizing the registration of trade- 
marks in commerce with foreign na- 
tions and among the states, “unless 
such mark consists of or comprises 
the flag or coat of arms or other in- 
signia of the United States or any slm- 
ulation thereof.’”—Case and Comment. 


Allaying the Germ Scare. 

‘American Medicine soothingly de- 
| clares that many people are unnec- 
essarily disturbed over the danger of 
infection from laundries, money and 
postage stamps. It says that “some 
one has been alarming us because he 
found a few bacteria on gummed post- 
age stamps, though he should have 
been astonished if he had not found 
them.” This medical authority adds 
that “common sense tells us not to 
put dirty money in the mouth, for it 
may have recently been tucked away 
|in a very dirty place, yet its germs are 
mostly dead, and we can lay very lit- 
tle disease to its agency. Its evils 
are of another sort. Our clothing ls 
boiled in the laundry and does not 
spread infection.” 


Austria’s Naval Plan. 

As Austria has but a single seaport 
of consequence, the Austro-Hungarian 
empire has never been seriously con- 
| sidered as a naval force to be reckoned 
with. The Austrian government, how- 
ever, seems determined that for the fu- 
ture the empire will play a more im- 
portant part in naval matters. Two 
Dreadnought battleships are already 
under construction, and five more are 
to be commenced the next year or two.

BURNING COAL. 


To Get the Most Heat imitate the Lo- 
comotive Engineer. 


The writer has tried most of the| 


schemes to keep coal from burning. 
Experience has convinced bim that the 
only way to get out of coal the heat | 
units that are in It is to burn it. It's 
cold coal when you keep them tn. 

An old engineer showed the writer 
more about burning coal to get the 
most possible heat out of it than ever 
was dreamed of by those who think up 
schemes not to burn It. His rule was 
burn it, but don’t burn It without get- | 
ting heat. Pile dead coal two feet 
deep on the live coals in the bottom 
of the furnace and for two hours, | 
while the flame is burning through, 
your furnace is a refrigerator and your | 
house a cold storage plant. Then, 
when the flame has eaten its wuy 
through to enable the mass to send up| 
some heat, most of your coal is gone! 
and the heat it contained has flown 
up in gas and smoke through the 
chimney. The family is frozen stiff. 

A locomotive fireman watches his 
live coals with a jealous eye. When | 
he sees the flery red of them In any) 
epot turning grayish he showers that 
spot lightly with coal; the coals there) 
and all around it burn the fresh shov-| 
elfuls into instant flame and then fierce 
coals—all heat. Never does he smother | 
his grate bars and live coals with a| 
thick blanket of dend coal. If he did! 
the locomotive would stop making) 
steam and the train would stand still. | 
Keep your furnace fire going by burn-| 
ing coal, but burning it.as it is burned 
in the locomotive, a little at a time, | 
where It is needed to continue the con- 
stant supply of live, red, heat giving | 
coals.—New York Press. 

An Old Maine Blockhouse, 

One of the historic landmarks of the 
town of Freeport is the old blockhouse 
on Torrey’s hill. This blockhouse was 
built by William Bartoll about 165) 
years ago to defend himself against 
the Indians, The blockhouse was built 
from masts cut from Freeport pines 
and rejected by the English govern- 
ment as not good enough for use.

Russia Planning to Spend Half a Bil: 
lion Dollars on Railroads 


It fs now beginning to be taken for 
granted that outer Mongolia, with its 
1,000,000 square miles of territory and 
its 3,000,000 of people, is to be added 
to the Russian sphere of influence. 

Ever since the war with Japan, 
Russia has been devoting her energies 
to thexpansion of Siberia. This vast 
territory stretching from the Ural 
Mountains to the Pacific Ocean, was 
once looked on as the dreary land of 
the exile. Today it is the promised 
land of the emigrant. There is room 
for many millions. 

Siberia, with an area of 4,817,687 
square miles, has at present a popula- 
tion of only 8,220,100. There are vast 
stretches of rith, black earth await- 
ing the farmer. Coal, iron, silver and 
gold are ready for the pioneer. Huge 


forests have in readiness great wood- |. 


en harvests. 


Some day Siberia must play a great 
part in the production of the World's 
food, At present the cultivated part 
is a mere patch on its huge area, yet 
it produces 170,000,000 poods of ce- 
reals a year, a pood being equal to 
86 pounds. ItS immense coal depos- 
its have scarcely been touched, and 
the same is the case with its timber. 
In the Amur and Maritime Provinces 
there are 509,000,000 acres of forest 
land. 

The railroad is naturally what is 
looked for for the development of this 
great country. The first great 
achievement in this direction was the 
construction of the Siberian Ratlroad. 
This has cost more than £140,000,000, 
and stretches from Moscow to Vladi- 
vostok, 5,527 miles, all on Russia ter- 
ritory except the last strip across 
Manchuria. It is now proposed to 
double track and improve it at an esti- 
mated cost of £22,000,000,

THE TALE OF THE SARDINE 


Goes Me yy 4 Forty-two Processes Be- 
fore it Reaches its Final State 

Most of us are familiar with the 
silvery little sardines as they come to 
the table nestling in their bed of olive- 
oil, and it is interesting to follow the 
various processes through which they 
are put before they reach our homes. 
Amidst the magnificent scenery of the 
Norwegian coast, in the ice-cold wa- 
ters of the picturesque fiords, are the 
feeding beds of the sardine, During 
the sunny Bummer days, from July to 
September, huge shoals of them crowd 
in from the open sea to these familiar 
haunts, which seem to breathe an air 
of peace and security. Alas! however, 
the fate awaiting them proves to be 
quite the reverse. The fishermen 
know so well that the sardines are 
coming, and keep a sharp watch for 
the silvery sheen and rippling surface 
of the water which indicates the ap- 
proach of the little fishes in their mil- 
lions. From faraway Stavanger come 
these fishermen, racing over the wa- 
ter in motor-boats, With wonderful 


quickness and precision immense 
numbers of the fish are surrounded 
by strong nets, and their doom is 


sealed, Slowly but surely the nets 
draw closer and closer, the heaving, 
glittering mass becomes more com- 
pact, and in a compartively short 
space of time the ice-boxes brought 
for the purpose are filled with fish 
and hurried away to town. 

At Stavanger—originally a small 
fishing village,.but now the centre of 
the Norwegian canning industry—all 
is bustle and excitement on the arriv- 
al of the little launches. After soak- 
ing for-twenty minutes or so in strong 
brine, the fish are taken to the sort- 
ing rooms to be graded according to 
size and preparaed for the curing: 
chambers. Hundreds of comely Nor- 
wegian girls, in their neat, yet pictur- 
esque garb, bright and fresh-looking 
in- their snow-white caps and aprons, 
dexteriously thread the fish on long 


wires, which, when full are placed 
across wooden frames and hurried 
away to the curing-rooms. In_ the 


rooms where the fish are dried and} 


cured small fires of oak-bark are kept 
burning continuously, throwing off a 
rich, fragrant odor, which permeates 
into every corner of the chamber. The 
trays are hung on frames in every part | 
of the room, and in the space of about 
ten minutes the bright glitter of the 
silver fish is changed to a dull bronze 
as they are cured by the atmosphere 
of the room. As soon as the curing is 
completed they are hurried off to an-

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 
A Y person whois the sole head of 

a family, or any male over 18 years 
ld, may homesterd a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan ov Alberta, The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
ageney for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brether ov sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
gn a farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth- 
er or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empta quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties,—Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including tlme required 
earn each homestead patent) rit cul 
tivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties, — Must veside — six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate fifly acres and erect a house 
worth $300,00, 7
